owners of the laundry, and its general 
manager,* when asked about his Im- 
mediate plans, stated that the Dan- 
ville Laundry Company proposes to! 
branch out and to embark on the 
laundry business on a larger scale 
than heretofore. 
He stated that by 


September he expects to be in the 
newly acquired building, which will 
be equipped with new machinery and 
which will undertake the highly spe- 
cialized department work in the laun- 
dry bi'sincss. 
The Weyman Bruton factory is a 


large building, four stories high and 
with a 60-foot frontage. It is stoutly 
built and will entail very little expen- 
diture in fitting it for its new .-uses. 
The basemen will be remodelled and 
concreted in order to concert it into a 
fist class wash room. Included in the 
deal is a good, side outbuilding, and 
Mr. Martin ^declared this morning 
that eventually he proposed to enter

careful investigation of the mystery 
following the discovery of the child's 
body in the mud of Newton creek 
flats, six miles from her home, yester- 
day. 


Miss Esther Tannenbaum, cousin of 
Isidore Kramer, father of the slain 
child, is detained in the county jail 
pendinff 
further investigation, 
but 
Prosecutor Wolverton is at pains to 
say she is not charged with any of- 


• fensc. Miss Tannenbaum protests her 
innocence and declares there is n» 
truth in any suggestions that she and 
Kramer p!a.nned to go away together 
or that she was the cause of the es- 
trangement of Kramer and his wife. 


The couple are at the home of 


friends here, having closed the butch- 
er shop in Woodbury and will remain 
until after the funeral of their 'child. 


"I am absolutely convinced Ida 
Kramer 
was murdered," was the 


statement of Pro&ocutor Wolverton 
today. 
"The person who stole the 


thlld 
probably 
stunned 
her 
with 


blows on the head and thresher un- 
tonscious into the creek to die." 


Marks of two blows, neither suJfl- 


2ient to cause death, but both enough 
*o stun the girl, were, found on the 
*iead. BJood clots indicated the blows 
•fere struck before the child's death. 


Prosecutor 
Wolverton 
questioned 
thg parents two hours today about an 
estrangement of two years ago when 
tha husband was reported to be plan- 
ning to marry his cousin. 


Miss Tannenbaum took oath that 


she had not seen Ida for a year and a 
half. She denied having telephoned to 
Kramer and urged him to leave his 
wife. She ivas in bed when detectives 
summoned her, but showed no alarm. 


"They tried to'kill-roe once," the 


detectives e&.y she remarked. 
"Xow 


they are trying to' kill me ayain." 


As soon as Miss Tannenbaum was 


taken from her home, the prosecutor 
summoned John Heery and Robert 
Coursey, both of "VVoodbury, and De 
\Vitt Reid, a trolley car conductor, 
all of whom are positive Miss Tan- 
nenbaum and the child alighted from 
Reid's car the night the child disap- 
peared. 
They told Wolverton they 
last saw Miss Tannenbaum and the 
child walking toward 
the Newton 


creek bridge. 
"We couldn't mistake ' 
' said 


Reid. "6h« raised such .a turn when 
1 didn't let her off at the aouth en- 
trance to the New York shipyards." , 


"The tide wag flowing- in when she 


waa seen near the Newton creek 
bridge," 
the 
prosecutor declared, 


"and her body could have been car- 
ried the mile and a half upstream to 
the point where it waa found. 
It 


seems likely that the person seeking 
to quie't her—witnesses "testify the 
child was crying on the .trolley car— 
struck heavy blows which -stunned 
her. The child's asasilant may have 
IJtcome frightened or may have acted 
with a deliberately murderous im- 
pulse—in either case the girl was 
hurled into the water." 


The prosecutor said Miss Tannen- 


baum would be questioned in regard 
to alibis she furnished through rela- 
tives for the night of March 25 when 
the girl disappeared from in front of 
her parents' home on Broad street, 
Woodbury. 
Some Importance attaches to an 


anonymous card received by Kramer 
several weeks ago, postmarked Atlan- 
tic City, and inscribed, "Search the 
cr*ek if you would find your child."

He Left the Farm 
And Made Autos 


NEW YORK, April 25.—Life on a 
arm drove Henry Ford into making 
automobiles. 
Mr. Ford sayi so himself in an ar- 
lele which h« call* "My Life and 
Work" written by himself in McClure's 
Magazine for May. with the colla- 
boration of Samuel Crowther, author 


nd editor. 
And Mr. Ford still feels the same 
way about farming. Not that, he has 
anything against farmers, he points 
out, but there i» "too -much hard 
tand labor on farms." 
Because he 
was born on a farm and knew with- 
out question just what farming means, 
Mr Ford invented an automobile with 
which he hoped, flrst, to lighten the 
farmers' task and. second, to aid pec-

search for enjoyment and business

a nutshell. Is what Mr. 
Ford's article gives as the reason for 
he Ford CLT. Incidentally it is the 
reason for his Interest in farm trac- 
ors and for a lot of other thing which 
have happened in Detroit recently.

Mr. Ford had a 
desire to do fine mechanical work and 
his ideas naturally turned to watches.

"Just how I reached that surprising 


conclusion is difficult to state, now,"

But a combination of the farm ana 
the watch, and"the sfght when he was 
onlv 12-of a road engine was too raucn 
for anything pleblan in Mr. Ford's fu- 
ture He started to consider the pos- 
sibility Of machines and after glancing 
at that engine, studying it, watching 
changes, reading and thinking, Mr. 
Ford branched out Into the automo- 


e industry. 
Of course, says Mr. Ford, the horse- 
less carriage was a common idea. He 
iad it as did several other inventors. 
But Mr. Ford Jlgured that steam was 
the best means of moving his car, and 
ne set about making a machine to 
operate by steam. He built one, and 
it ran 
But it had ^-defects, lots of 
them. 
He very carefully points out 


most of them. 
When he found he 
couldn't work out his difficulties to 
his satisfaction, he turned to gasoline 
—and so was born the Ford. 
"It was in 1890 that I began work 


on a double cylinder engine." he writes 
•because it was quite impractical to 
consider the single cylinder for trans- 
portation." 
Shortly after that the farm was left 
behind definitely and completely, when 
Mr Ford went to Detroit as an en- 
gineer and machinist for the Detroit 
Electric Company at exactly $45 a 
month. The job wasn't much in itself 
but its great beauty lay in that it kept 
him out in his work shop for he had 
spare time and he employed it. 
Two years later Detroit got a thrill,
